Mansir as a board of examiner for

those desirous of taking out s

plumber.
Th- - position of Inspector carries w Ith

It a salary, the amount of which w III

be determined by the city council, but

the examiners serve without pay, al

though their expenses are allowed.

Every Journeyman plumber must piss
an examination before the board, and

successful must pay a of $1.00

obtain a license city clerk

or auditor. Every muster plumber
must register his place uf business and

must pay $3.00 for a license. The fees

form a fund to be used In paying the

expenses of the examining board.

The Inspector hus power to lnsiect all

plumbing done In accordance with per
mlts Issued by law. and within 99 day
from Sunday last the council must pass
an ordinance muklng rules governing
the construction and alteration of all

plumbing done In the city.
Applicants for Journeyman licenses

ate to be examined regarding their

knowledite of plumbing, house drain-i-ge- ,

and plumbing ventilation. Na

examination will be required after the

first year, licenses being renewable on

payment of the fees.
